Seem To Be 


On Decline 


City Shivers bat Coal and 


Gas Remain Plen- 


tiful 


Icy blasts that have chilled Lima 


for the past 36 hours seemed to 
be broken Saturday night when 
the temperature moved slightly 
upward. This was in the face of 
predictions that a second cold wave 
is on its way and zero temperature 
Sunday is assured. 
At 8 p. m. the thermometer at 


the Solar refinery registered six 
degrees above zero while at 11 p. 
m. the mercury had moved upward 


Those who started shiver- 


ing Friday evening and are 
still feeling the cold will be 
Interested in knowing that 
winter will not begin until 
9:46 p. m. today. 


This is the shortest day 


ot the year, tbe sun rising 
at 7:21 and setting at 4:36. 
The days will remain the 
same length until the day 
after Christmas when an in- 
crease of one minute will be 
noted. 


and stood at seven degrees above 
zero. No further increases were 
expected, however, until daylight. 


Reports indicated that most ev- 


eryone had become acclimated to 
the colder weather and were enjoy- 
ing the icy winds. Charitabi* as- 
sociations announced the situation 
was well in hand and that there 
would be little actual suffering. 
HEAVY DEMAND 
. 
Demand for coal in Lima has in- 


creased 160 percent in the past 24 
hours because of the cold snap fol- 
lowing on a long period of mild 
weather that caught many house- 
holders with empty bins. 
Dealers declared Saturday night 


that they had plenty of orders but 
managed to take care of everyone. 
One dealer reported selling 75 tons 
Saturday and be added that he 
thought other yards were equally 
as busy. 
Despite the heavy demand, there 


is no shortage, and none in pros- 
pect. 
Dealers estimated there is enough 


coal in stock in the city to last for 
three weeks even if not another car 
came in. 


Coal at the mines is plentiful 


and cheaper than one year ago. 
Non-union fields in Kentucky and 
West Virginia are running full 
blast, but the union fields are 
largely 'idle. 
The difference in 


wage scales is in favortof thc con- 
sumer. 


Prices of fuel range from $6 to 


$7.75 for mine run and best lump; 
Pocahontas, $8.75 t» $9.50; Penn- 
sylvania anthracite, $16; Solvay 
coke, $10 to $11; manufacturers 
coke, $8.50. 


The severe cold wave that grip- j 


ped the city Saturday did not cut 
the available supply of gas, Frank 
L. Pringle of the West Ohio Gas 
Co., .said last night. 


The natural gas supply, which is 


used to enrich the manufactured 
product, began to give out Satur- 
day morning, Prinitle said, and by 
8 o'clock last night there was no 
natural Ras flowing into thc plant 
here from the Medina field. 


Pringle said 
the 
plant was 


switched to an oil enriching basis 
as soon as the natural gas supply 
started to wane and so far as the 
thousands of consumers were con- 
cerned, they did not notice any 
change in the pressure or supply. 


Asked concerning the facilities 


?f the company to meet the situa- 
tion if the severe cold snap should 
te of long endurance. Prince s,aid 
t would not matter here. He said 
the plant has a capacjty far jyreat- 
ve than the probable demand and 
that by using oil as an enriching 
agent for the "blue ga.s" that is 
made by machinery, the plant could 
operate permanently. 
The only 


thing that could cause a gas short- 
Mr,e, he said, was a catastrophe 
that would put the plant out of 
commission.

Body Favors Legislation to 


Clear Ohio Streams 


COLUMBUS — Legislation to 


btop the pollution of Ohio streams 
ana apply remedial measures fur 
pollution now existing was ap- 
proved today by the special com- 
mittee on conservation of water 
supplies, appointed by Dr. John E 
Monger, .state director of health. 


Malcolm Jenmngb, t>eeretary of 


the Ohio Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, moved that a bill be drafted 
and submitted to the legislature to 
require that 
before 
any factory 


which might produce wast* for dis- 
charge into a stream may be erect- 
ed, plans for the purification of the 
discharges miM be approved by 
the state department 
of health, 


which also shall have general sup- 
ervision over operation of the treat- 


ment plant, as ft now has «v*r 
water purifleaUoa and sewage dis- 
posal plants. 


The motion was approved unaai 


mously by the committee, which 
represents interests which in to* 
past have waged continuous war 
over the stream pollution subject. 


The tri-s>tat« agreement for san- 


itary control of interstate streams, 
entered by health departments of 
Ohio, Penns>lvania and West Vir- 
ginia, was outlined by Dr. Monger 
and W. H. Dittoe, chief engineer 
told of the "ideal code" adopted by 
sanitary engineers of the three 
states to uitikc the agreement ef- 
fect uc.
